Robert  Frost  offers  to  us  a  sincere  &  gentle  invitation  in  his  poem  The 
Pasture.  He  invites  us  to  further  explore  his  poetry  and  therefore,  further 
explore  ourselves.  By  delving  into  his  poetry,  as  well  as  into  our  hearts,  we 
may  find  those  messages  which  inspire  us,  encourage  us,  or  reveal  to  us 
some  unexpected,  but  perhaps  welcomed,  truths.  A  graduate  of  Lawrence 
High,  he  went  on  to  become  one  of  the  most  well  known,  and  well  loved, 
of  all  poets.  His  poetry  speaks  of  New  England,  of  its  timeless  natural 
beauty,  its  people,  and  the  spirit  of  the  people  that  inhabit  this  region. 

Robert  Frost  moved  from  California  to  Lawrence,  Massachusetts  when 
he  was  eleven  years  old.  He  graduated  from  Lawrence  High  School  as  co¬ 
valedictorian  in  1892  with  Elinor  White,  whom  he  later  married.  He  then 
attended  both  Dartmouth  College  and  Harvard,  though  he  never  got  a 
degree  from  either.  He  also  attempted  at  various  other  enterprises,  such  as 
running  a  farm  in  near-by  Derry,  New  Hampshire.  His  first  book  of 
poetry,  A  Boy's  Will,  which  was  published  in  1912  was  rrecieved 
favorably.  His  next  book.  North  of  Boston,  was  even  more  of  a  success. 
Though  his  later  years  were  plagued  with  many  personal  tragedies,  such  as 
the  suicide  of  his  son,  he  contiued  to  flourish  as  the  New  England  poet 
who  spoke  truth  through  the  kindly  and  deliberate  perspective  of  his 
created  alter  ego. 

“The  woods  are  lovely,  dark,  and  deep. 

But  I  have  promises  to  keep. 

And  miles  to  go  before  I  sleep. 

And  miles  to  go  before  I  sleep.’’ 

Robert  Frost,  a  graduate  of  Lawrence  High,  left  the  world  an 
everlasting  gift  before  he  slept  his  final  sleep  in  1963.  He  shall  endure. 
Lawrence  High’s  Class  of  1992  shall  endure.  May  all  your  sleeps  be 
peaceful  ones,  and  may  your  waking  be  filled  with  joy,  succcess,  and  those 
truths  which  can  be  found  only  inside  yourselves. 

100  years  later  his  memory  lives  on  at  L.H.S.
